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ting down the number of bad ones. Remember the saying of an old 
Irish stud groom, made to the writer long ago: “Derby winners and 
Oaks winners MAY breed selling platers, but a pair of platers WON’T 
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Brown Stolle, George Estep. 


WHAT OF THE MARKET ? 


The National Stallion Roster issue offers a welcome opportunity 
to voice an opinion based on the observation of many sales of various 
kinds throughout the year on the state of the Thoroughbred market. 
The thought crystallized at the recent Lexington Fall Sales, where 
some thousand head went through the ring in six days of selling. 
It is our humble opinion that the current market is the healthiest 
one for the good of the Thoroughbred that has existed for many 
em who were in the business of producing Thoroughbreds in 
the early thirties, and in the years immediately preceding the war, 
will recall that the drop in values dragged down both the good and 
the bad ones. This year’s slump in averages is not a true indication 
of the market’s condition. The fact is that there has been virtually 
no drop at all, if there has been any drop, in the market for good rac- 
ing stock, well-bred and producing broodmares, good yearlings or 
weanlings. It is when one looks over the less desirable offerings that 
one notes the tremendous drop in prices over a few years past. 

To quote a well known politician, “Let’s look at the record.” In 
the days immediately before the war and after it had started, breed- 
ers cleaned house. Help was getting scarcer, nobody knew how long 
the war would last, or what the outcome would be, or even how Tac- 
ing and breeding might be affected. Hence there was a drop in pro- 
duction and a healthy clearing out of bad stock. Came 1943 and, to 
everyone’s amazement, there were good sales. 1944 showed another 
jump in prices, and the move to breed anything that came down the 
pike was on. The sales of 1945 and 1946 were repetitions of the 
previous years. Thoroughbreds of all sorts of fantastic breeding 
drew equally fantastic prices, as the supply could not keep up with 
the demand. 

Came then war’s end, and a finish to the boom days of big pay 
and the rush of black market money into the horse racing game. 
And, at the same time, came the myriads of misbegotten so-called 
Thoroughbreds that had to find a market somewhere. There were 
perhaps 500 more foals of 1946 than of 1945. There were some 800 
more foals registered in 1947 than in 1946; and to add to the over- 
flow, charitable foreigners shipped sizeable groups over to make mat- 
ters worse for the American market breeder. All this latter at a 
time when racetracks were turning down stable after stable, and 
owners were finding it hard to get stalls so that they could race 
their horses. : 

What, then, is the inevitable result? The glut is here, and it will 
remain here for some time yet to come. Goodness knows how many 
foals there will be registered in 1948, though there will probably be 
a drop off in 1949 and certainly in 1950. The breeder with horses of 
little credentials is caught in a blind switch. He’s going to get his 
horse sold, but very likely at a loss, figuring the cost of raising him. 
It’s going to Ife tough on him for some time, for the investment made 
in stock during the last few years will be hard to get out on. 

The future must be considered carefully. This is the Stallion 
Roster issue of The Chronicle. Our advice to breeders is to care- 
fully scrutinize the credentials of the stallions offered, and select the 
best within reach of the pocket book. It is true that it is virtually 
impossible to reach the top sires, but there are numerous young 
horses, with good racing and breeding credentiais, that are the ans- 
wer to that problem for the small breeder. The essential thing is to 


stay clear of those horses which have not indicated by racing, pro- 


duction or pedigree that they should be used in the stud. The same 
thing, of course, applies equally to the standard of broodmare used. 

For some years we have harped on one thing in our contacts 
with breeders from Coast to Coast, trim your fences, ruthlessly cull 
your studs, forget the sentimental attachments that inevitably will 
lead the warm-hearted breeder astray at times. Get the job done 
now. Help your own business, and the entire Thoroughbred world 
by trying to increase the standard of quality of the breed while cut- 


produce Derby and Oaks winners.”—Jamestown.

Miss Barbara Pease Triple Crown Winner 
In Horsemanship and Hunting Titles; 
The Heckler Leads Open Jumper Division

Long after the last hunter has 
gone to pasture below the Mason- 
Dixon line, these New York yankee 
people are still going strong. Their 
two-day fall event at Scarsdale, like 
the National show in November and 
Brooklyn early this month, is pro- 
tected from this goshawful New York 
weather by four walls and a roof. 
(Note: most of the horses aren’* so 
lucky, but then they don’t count 
anyhow.) Yes, the horses bunked 
out in tents we wouldn’t have risk- 
ed our ex-five-ton bulldozer in this 
week end. But despite all of this, 
some 230 equestrians streamed in 
and out of Boulder Brook on Novem- 
ber 27th and 28 th and they had a 
proper horse show. 

Nobody was more surprised than 
the owners themselves when the 
open jumper division turned out as 
many horses as the same division at 
the eight day National last month. 
Not that there was anything anemic 
about the Garden turnout, and cer- 
tainly the quality of the horses 
couldn't even be compared, but it 
must prove that these New Yorkers 
like to open jump. This gives you an 
idea as to why the bulk of the open 
horses are coming from these parts 
nowadays. 

As open riders ‘‘stroked’’ the 
‘‘manes’”’ of their mounts in prepara- 
tion for the stake and finale class 
of the jumper division and show 
just before midnight Sunday, Mrs. 
Gerard Donovan’s The Heckler, 
Myron Bonis’ Little Hugh, Arthur 
Nardin’s Trader Bedford and John 
Melville’s On Leave led the cham- 
piouship field. On Leave won the 
class—strange, for the grey horse 
had placed in only one other of the 
nine jumper events, and that he had 
also won. But when all of the points 
were put together no one was sur- 
prised that The Heckler, made in 
the hands of the famed Joe Green, 
had presented the Donovans with 
another championship plate. The 
good looking dark chestnut, conspi- 
cuously missing from the Garden, 
beat horses who made good accounts 
of themselves there this year. It 
was all Heckler, everything else is 
in the summaries. 

Both hunter divisions were disap- 
pointing. *Golden Hill, Brandon’s 
King, February Thaw, Eve’s Star, 
Looter and Tana’s Bill were all 
there. Not one of them even quali- 
fied for the championship prelimin- 
aries. The judging was good. Con- 
formation champion Towie, ridden 
by Bobby Gillmor, and reserve, For- 
ward Passer were bright spots in an 
otherwise disappointing field of 
hunters. 

At any rate there was a children’s 
division, and a good one. The cream 
of the country’s coaching talent is 
concentrated in that country and 
the young riders turned out by men 
like Gordon Wright, Al Homewoo@, 
Teddy Wall and Bobby Gussenhoven 
know how to sit on a horse. So we 
saw some real equitation and junior 
jumping competition. 

Seventeen-year-old Miss Barbara 
Pease, making her bow out of the 
junior ranks, came off with a triple 
crown in horsemanship and hunting 
titles. It has been several years since 
anyone in stiff competition 
pulled in the saddle and hunter seat 
crowns as well as the junior hunter 
tri-color in one show. She certainly 
stole the show at Boulder Brook, 
with modest thanks to her coach Al 
Homewood and nice-going chestnut 
Doswell. Incidentally, Barbara was 
also Saddle Seat Champion at the 
Garden this year. (If that sentence 
gets by, the censors have gotten 
away with Chronicle profanity.) 

Just-so-Notes and Quotes—of the 
62 ribbons awarded for horseman- 
ship in this show, exactly four were 
won by boys.

Canadian Royal Winter Fair 


Enormous Crowds Pack Toronto’s Horse 
Palace To View Show; Mexican Team 
Continues Clean-Up of Military Events 


Broadview 


The Royal Winter Fair, Toronto, 
Canada, was an outstandingly suc- 
eessful show on this, its third year 
since the war, nine days packed with 
glamour, crowds and top horses. The 
Royal is one of the finest shows in 
the world and besides bringing the 
Canadian show season to a climax, 
always draws many American visitors 
and exhibitors who add no little to- 
ward the excitement of competition 
and atmosphere of the show. This 
year drew enormous crowds to pack 
the coliseum every night. Reserve 
seats were sold out weeks in advance 
and standing room in the aisle was 
packed by those not _ fortunate 
enough to procure seats. ‘Visitors 
were in attendance from all over 
the U. S. A. and Canada. 

Besides the horse show perfor- 
mance the Royal, which is an agri- 
cultural show, provides breeding 
classes for all types of horses, which 
were shown each morning and after- 
noon. with no matinee. Cattle al- 
so were judged in the arena to make 
it a busy place indeed. Despite the 
two floored horse palace which ac- 
commodates over 1200 horses, many 


The Mexican team have set a high 
goal of achievement, but this has 
created even more determination in 
others, civilians and officers alike, 
to’ try to match them and defeat 
them if possible and if they return 
again, as is to be hoped, next year. 

The Canadian team was accom- 
pained into the ring on every occas- 
ion with highest hopes and anticipa- 
tion from the crowd. Team Captain 
Squadron Leader, Douglas Cleland, 
organized the comrades, Major Gor- 
don Gaylord, Maj. Charles Baker 
and Lieut. W. R. Ballard, and all 
horse personnel in an endeavor to 
make a victory, but was not re- 
warded, though they gave a good 
account of themselves and the team 
definitely is stronger than last year. 
Chamorro, ridden by Squadron Lea- 
der Cleland and Skip Across, with Lt. 
Ballard, were the most successful 
in taking 2nd in a number of events. 

The French team received almost 
as much support from the audience 
as the Canadians. The little brown 
horse, Marquis III, acquired many 
fans. The tall, game, bay Decame- 
tre turned in many good rounds and

entries had to be refused for lack 
of room and local people were re- 
quested to take their horses home 
after their class. 

The horse show provided a wide- 
ly varied program each performance. 
Hunter and jumper enthusiasts were 
sometimes a bit put out by having 
some of these events first on the 
evening program, which certainly 
caused difficulties with dinner part- 
ies, entertainments and changing to 
evening clothes for many. From the 
spectator’s point of view, however, 
a little of everything was provided 
to make the show snappy and inter- 
esting throughout. The ring crew 
set up and removed courses in practi- 
cally nothing flat with the assis- 
tance of three Massey Harris tractors 
complete with trailers and Toronto’s 
own Fifi, the clown, to keep the 
crowd in good spirits. 

The Military teams were the fea- 
ture attraction, of course, for the 
public and were received with great 
applause. The Mexican team, Cap- 
tained by Col. Humberto Mariles, 
Capt. Raul Campero, Capt. Victor 
Carillo and Capt. Alberto Valdez, 
again amazed all with their skill 
and perfectly trained horses. Night 
after night their horses performed 
with near perfection, especially Hat- 
uey and Arete, to account for every 
military event but the last one. All 
were full with praise and admira- 
tion, but as must, perhaps, be ex- 
pected with such success, this was at 
times tempered with envy. 


the free going high headed mare, 
Sagitta always showed promise of 
winning form, and this is indeed 
what happened on the final night 
when the above 3 horses had the 
lowest score to win the International 
Officer’s Team Challenge Trophy. 
France had won this trophy before, 
but way back in 1927. Col. Pierre 
Cavaille, Maj. Pierre de Maupeou, 
Cap. Max Fresson and Lt. Guy Le- 
frant were happy men, indeed, to re- 
ceive the tremendous applause when 
their victory was accompanied by 
the band playing the Marseilles. 

One thing was lacking in the mili- 
tary competitions, however, the 
team from the U. S. A., which in all 
the years of the Royal, have always 
been present, even when Canada her- 
self had no team in 1946. Perhaps 
next year the Americans will send 
a team. The Cavalry has, of course, 
been disbanded in Canada and 
though the personnel of the Cana- 
dian team represents the Forces, the 
expenses of the team are maintained 
by private subscription, not by the 
Canadian Government. There has 
appeared in the pages of The Chroni- 
cle, on numerous occasions, suggest- 
ions and hopes that the U. S. A. 
might be able to maintain a team 
under similar conditions. Let us hope 
that this will be possible. 

With the spotlight on the Army 
team competition, open jumper 
events seemed some what sparse, but 
this perhaps, because their classes 
were spread out through the whole 


nine days for all the usual events 
seemed to be included. 

The show was officially eight days, 
but as it was preceded by a day for 
preliminaries when the suitable to 
become hunter classes were held as 
well, it really made nine days for 
the show people. This preliminary 
day was one of the most interesting 
as new young horses made their ap- 
pearances in the hunter events and 
the two largest performance classes 
were run off to pick the best ten of 
each. Fifty-seven horses in the 
open performance with E. H. Cud- 
ney’s Panama, the French team’s 
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Marquis III, Canada’s Reject, and 
Timbertop Farm’s Sky Lark, mak- 
ing clean rounds. Yellow Knife 
Farm’s Our Choice, France’s Decame- 
tre and Merrymount Farm’s Revela- 
tion had a half-fault each. Vernon 
G. Cardy’s Prince Tex had one fault, 
as did E. H. Cudney’s *Norteno. 
Carrying these faults into the final 
on opening night, Panama again 
had a clean round to win the class 
with Marquis III placing 2nd with 
a half-fault, Prince Tex 3rd with one 
fault over Reject and Revelation.

Lassie. The final score on the fol- 
lowing dey gave the class to Temp- 
tation. Harry Lampman’s Hill 
Storm took 2nd over Lorna Knight 
on Arva, R. H. Feasby’s Sniffles and 
Sky King. 

Jumpers at the show turned in 
no startling performances on the 
whole. This, perhaps, because the 
ring committee anticipated some 
pretty competent leppers and built 
their courses big to minimize jump 
offs. Again most horses have been 
competing at outdoor shows all 
year and may have felt a bit less 
confident in the gayly decorated coli- 
seum. 

Most outstanding jumpers were 
W. R. Ballard’s Wings, which was 
ridden by that well known personal- 
ity, Billy Owen. It seems to me 
Wings came from the Jayne and 
Owen Stables, so it was fitting that 
this was a good combination. Wings 
gave some spectacular performances 
and proved best in the $1500 Presi- 
dent’s jumping stake to defeat A. C. 
Texter’s popular grey Toss Up from 
Welland Ont. Wings also won the 
touch-and-out stake over E. H. Cud- 
ney’s Panama, which was the other 
outstanding jumper, by virtue of 
winning the knock-d o w n-and-out 
stake over Reject and the big open 
performance over Marquis III. Six- 
teen-year-old Doug Cudney rode 
Panama and others in his dad’s 
stable, among them *Norteno to win 
the junior jumping stake. Doug’s 
successful and consistent riding earn- 
ed him the Hugh S. Wilson trophy 
for the rider scoring the most points. 
Hughie Wilson is well known far and 
wide as a horseman and will be re- 
membered by some with good memo- 
ries as an outstanding rider of high 
jumpers in his youth, who later 
managed such stables as that of the 
late H. C. Cox. 

R. K. Mellon’s string of confor- 
mation hunters were good. They 
have been at the Royal on the pre- 
vious two years but the re-appear- 
ance of the handsome Ermine Coat, 
Speakeasy and Spanish Spear with 
stable mate Pappy and Glamour Man 
served to refresh memories. Speak- 
easy jumped well for Miss Betty 
Bosley and piled up some impressive 
victories in the Thoroughbred hun- 
ter classes, the $1500 McKee Hunter 
Stake and topped it off to win the 
model hunter over Spanish Spear, 
Jarvis Bay and Ermine Coat. Ver- 
non G. Cardy’s horses performed con- 
sistently in hunter classes to take 
many ribbons with Jarvis Bay winn- 
ing the International challenge cup 
for open hunters. Gold Lode took 
the ladies’ class for Miss Edith Fer- 
guson and Eglinton carried Arthur 
McCashin to victory in the corin- 
thian class. 

Courses for hunter classes were 
inspired. This was the first indoor 


show where such courses have really — 


appeared like natural hunting fen- 
ces. All were constructed of natural 
looking material from the somewhat 
hairy oxer with natural rails to the 
fence, banked with fall leaves with 
a rail on top. The small white gate 
set in a wire fence caused difficult- 
ies for some, but was certainly a pos- 
sible hunting obstacle. This was the 
only note of white in the hunter 
courses. What wings were provided 
were of rail fence panels to the 
jumps which for the most part form- 
ed fences and various sized paddocks 
across the ring. Jumps were flanked 
with cedar trees which also were 
used as markers and made the ring 
most attractive. Most courses were 
fairly intricate with turns and loops 
requiring a real show of manners and 
handiness. These hunter courses 
made an interesting contrast to the 
ones for open jumper classes. 

_Two Michigan horses did particul- 
arly well. Mrs. J. A. Blackwood’s 
Bobbie Pin and Mrs. Charles Kir- 
chen’s Brambles, shown by Mrs. 
Fitzgerald. Bobbie Pin defeated Ver- 
non G. Cardy’s Times Square to win 
the Beardmore Memorial for work- 
ing hunters and the amateur hun- 
ters to defeat Brambles, which in 
turn was pinned on top, in the open 
heavyweight. Mrs. Blackwood’s Pine 
Door defeated J. Elliot Cottrelle’s 
Swing High in the suitable to be- 
come lightweights. The Cottrelle 
horses were prominent in hunter 
classes throughout the show. The big 
grey Barlight won the suitable to 
become heavyweight and Davey 
Humphries piloted the Cottrelle en-

of jumpers, one horse to be ridden 
and the other led. This event is al- 
ways popular and provides plenty of 
excitement, in fact only three entries 
completed the course without losing 
the lead horses. 

Maj. Gen. C. C. Mann has built up 
a strong show stable of hunters 
which give pleasure in the field as 
well. One of his most striking 
horses is the 17.2 hand seal brown 
Paddy, which carries himself like 
a king and is one of the most im- 
pressive looking horses ever led in- 
to a ring. Paddy won the novice 
heavyweight and defeated a strong 
class to win the $1500 Canadian bred 
“Perry” hunter stake. Carrigmornah 
also brought victory to the Mann’s 
Stonedene Stable, in the open middle 
weight. 

Special attractions which created 
widespread interest were the musical 
ride of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police of well matched horses and 
cleverly planned figures. This went 
over big with the public. Maj. Gab- 
riel Gracida delighted everyone with 
his grey Thoroughbred Kamcia in a 


display of dressage and figures. Kam- | 


cia’s fresh altertness and amazingly 
promp response was a joy to see. 
The Curtiss Candy Co.’s pony hitch 
created a sensation each performance 
as they usually came in on the dead 
run following a class of heavy draft 
teams of fours or sixes which were 
an attraction in themselves. 

One of Canada’s top jumpers, Imp, 
but formerly unruly, returned from a 
year’s training in Mexico, with a 
new name, *Norteno, and a new 
owner BE. H. Cudney. His quite 
smooth performance created much 
comment.

The popular Miss Rosalie Howell, 
Canada’s top horsewoman, had a 
very bad smash while schooling King 
Hi over a liverpool at the beginning 
of the show. This put the game 
rider out of commission with a brok- 
en nose and jaw. She had a pretty 
unpleasant time for a few days, but 
is reported doing well. The accident 
also put King Hi, Ontario’s jumper 
champion out of the running for 
show, which was a disappointment 
not only to his owner, Charles Love- 
less, but to the many fans the horse 
has made. 

Paul Fout’s little buckskin Golden 
Chance, was a favorite of the audi- 
ence and was introduced as the darl- 
ing of the show ring. Though she 
did not meet with outstanding suc- 
cess, she soon had many supporters. 

The hunt team event was one of 
the most colorful at the show. Nine 
teams were entered with the Sir 
Clifford Sifton memorial trophy go- 
ing to Rolling Rock Farms for the 
third year over the team of Vernon 
G. Cardy, M. F. H., of Eglinton. The 
Metamora hunt team was in 3rd 
place. 

The Half-bred line class created 
a stir of interest among horsemen 
and was shown on Saturday morn- 
ing. Classes would have been even 
larger if accommodations had not 
created such a problem. The light 
horse. improvement class for mares 
suitable to produce hunters had thir- 
teen entries. The winner was Merry- 
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mount Farm’s Mayfair. The Canad- 
ian Hunter Society offered several 
classes for animals registered in the 
recently formed Stud book. Lady 
Eaton’s Maj. Gen. Jean Knox, a 
beautiful 5-year-old mare by Lyon’s 
Mail, won the broodmare class. Her 
colt, Knox won the yearling class and 
also the championship for the Eng- 
lish Hunters Improvement and Nat- 
ional Lighthorse Society’s_ silver 
medal. The Sifton Stables won the 
2-year-old class with a striking big 
colt by the French Coach Stallion, 
the Fils Royal, which also sired 
Eknox and in fact, 5 ribbon winners 
out of a possible 8 ribbons.

Best yearling was Mr. and 
Mrs. Hamilton McLean’s Twilight 
Charm, with the 2-year-old class go- 
ing to Gordon Raty’s Gold Pin by 
Pin Wheel, who already has a fair 
reputation. 

‘These classes spoke well for the 
efforts of the Canadian Lighthorse 
Improvement Society and the Cana- 
dian Hunter Society. Colts showed 
good quality, unformity and amaz- 
ing size. 

The class for 3-year-olds was of 
course the Governor General’s Cup, 
which was held in the evening pro- 
gram of the horse show. This event 
for Half-bred 3-year-olds on the line 
creates more preparation, anticipat- 
ion and speculation than perhaps 
any event at the show. It has come 
to mean a great deal to breeders and 
show people alike and has created 
a market for good colts, often bought 
as yearlings for speculation to win 
this coveted award. It seemed as if 
there was as much traffic before the 
class to view Governor General’s 
prospects in their stalls as there was 
to visit the prominent show stables. 
The judges were given the class in 
the schooling ring to enable them 
to have more time to form their 


opinions, but the entire class was 
removed to the coliseum arena be- 
fore the final decision was made. 


Fifteen very nice colts awaited the 
arrival of the judges, most covered 
with coolers and stable blankets with 
their owner’s colors and done like 
champions. When they were strip- 
ped they presented a splendid turn- 
out, no poor ones and some very 
good ones. Lord Middleton and Mrs. 
Fuller finally decided on a hand- 
some chestnut colt, possessing qual- 
ity and substance, owned by J. E. 
Jeffrey of London, Ont., and by the 
Thoroughbred horse, Khorasan. Se- 
cond was a big bay filly by Candar. 
somewhat lacking in condition as she 
was only recently acquired by the 
Hamilton McLeans. O. D. Robin- 
son, Joint-M. F. H. of Eglinton, saw 
his big home-bred filly by the Fils 
Royal out of his Thoroughbred mare, 
placed 3rd. . 

The Thoroughbred breeding clas- 
ses were shown on Thursday after- 
noon which brought an influx of 
race horse people to the horse palace. 
Entries were disappointing but the 
broodmare class was one of the best 
in a number of years. Maurice Tras- 
ler’s Watussi, a beautiful mare in 
top condition defeated William B. 
and George C. Hendrie’s well known 
Ridge. Only three Thoroughbred 
stallions competed, with 1st and sub- 
sequently grand champion and the 
Ontario Jockey Club challenge tro- 
phy, going to San Isidro owned by 
the Canadian Hunter and Light- 
horse Improvement Society. Grand 
champion mare and winner of the 
James F. Cosgrave challenge trophy 
was Watussi. 

Closing ceremonies for the show 
just missed catastrophe when the 
near leader of a six-horse hitch of 
grey percherons took alarm on the 
arrival of the Mounties with their 
red coats and banners waving in his 
face, he plunged, got tangled with 
his mate and then fell heavily to his 
side. A spectating attendant sprint- 


ed to the fallen horse and soon all 
was restored to order. The driver 
of the six, doubtless had some anx- 
ious moments, however, after wag- 
ons, coaches, C. R. M. P., city 
mounted police and Army teams 
had finally left the ring in orderly 
fashion, three prize Holsteins came 
wandering through, either late for 
the closing ceremonies or taking a 
short cut to the train siding and so 
closed another Royal Winter Fair.

stables. Hounds found again back of 
the Old Kennels, ran across Wil- 
lock’s, the Oyster Bay road, through 
Senff’s, and put their fox to ground 
in Suaves’. 

A good beginning and many pro- 
spects of a good year to come. At 
least we hope we won’t have as 
much snow again this year.

Thoroughbreds 


American Lines Show Unmatched Vitality 
Imported Stallions “Fashionable” 
But Just Grist To the Mill 


Joe H. 


The list of stallions standing in 
the United States, published in this 
issue of The Chronicle, proves what 
nobody really needs to be told—that 
we have by far the largest and most 
diverse collection of blood-lines in 
the world. England, France, Italy, 
Australia, Argentina, Brazil, and 
Chile have been levied upon and 
there is hardly any male line of 
which some representative, though 
sometimes a sorry one, may not be 
found. 

This is an extremely’ excellent 
state of afairs, and yet there is a 
surious observation to be drawn 
from it. It is sometimes pointed 
out, by our friends across the water, 
that every year our list of twenty 
leading sires contains a remarkable 
number of the asterisks which de- 
note importation. This observer, 
certainly no pedigree expert, was 
moved to look back and arbitrarily 
went back 40 years to look. 

Forty years ago the imported stal- 
lions among the leading 20 sires 
were *Ogden, *Sain, *Voter, *Star 
Shoot, *Woolsthorpe, *Mazagan, 
*Planudes, *Ben Strome, *Sandring- 
ham, *Knight of the Thistle, and 
*Fatherless. That’s eleven out of 
twenty. 

If anyone suspects that this 40- 
year backward glance was hand 
picked, the imported horses in the 
top twenty 50 years ago were *Can- 
dlemas, *Sir Modred, *Pirate of 
Penzance, *Order, *Kantaka, *Ros- 
sington, *Deceiver, and *Midlothian. 
If you go back only 30 years ago, 
the imports were *Star Shoot, *Mc- 
Gee, * Peep o’Day, and *Ogden. 

These were, in the main, good 
horses, and they were all reasonably 
successful in the stud. *Star Shoot, 
for example, led the sire list five 
times, *Meddler, *Ben Strome, and 
*Sir Modred each led it once. *Odgen 
never quite got to the top, but he 


Palmer 


was second twice and his son, The 
Finn, led in 1923. They made up 
a high class band of stallions, and 
it is fair to consider them the best 
of the importations of their time. 

Only, where are they now? Flying 
Ebony was probably the last high 
class descendant of The Finn, and 
Vicar, which ran in claiming stakes, 
was perhaps the best of Flying Ep- 
ony’s sons. As for the others, let’s 
see you find one which has male 
lines descendants of any class at all. 
Most of them are completely dead 
in male line. Depending on which 
group you pick, they were high up 
30, or 40, or 50 years ago, and now 
they’re gone completely. 

Some of the American stallions 
on these lists are dead in male line, 
too. But in 1898 Hanover was the 
leader, and though his line is at- 
tenuated, Air Rate, a direct male 
descendant, was one of the seven 
or eight top 2-year-olds of 1945, 
and still of stakes class in 1948. 
Himyar was in fifth place, and it is 
idle to count the descendants of 
Himyar, though Myrtle Charm goes 
back to him through six intervening 
male ancestors, and My Request is 
also of the seventh generation in 
straight male descent. In 1947, 45 
American stakes winners of a total 
of 301, traced back to Himyar in 
male line. 

Forty years back, Hastings was 
the leader, and I do not need to tell 
you of the rampaging line of Fair 


Play, including this year’s champ- 
ion 2-year-old, Blue Peter. If you 
like Mr. Busher better, he goes 


back through the tail male channel. 
Commando, Plaudit, and Ben Brush 
were among the top ten in 1908, and 
they count their modern stakes win- 
ning descendants in dozens. 

If you come up to 1918, Sweep 
was at the top, and while Sweep is

Reviewing America’s Leading Stable 


Secret of Calumet’s Success Lies In No 
More Complicated Formula Than That 
Expressed By “Best of Everything”

Three of the world’s five leading 
money-winning Thoroughbreds sport 
the devil’s red and blue silks of Calu- 
met Farm. Armed is second on the 
financial list, with $773,700 in his 
bank occount; Citation’s capture of 
the American Derby boosted his 
total of $651,750 and_ established 
him in third place; and the $561,161 
earned by Whirlaway a few years 
back ranks him fifth. 

The financial supremacy of War- 
ren Wright’s stable was sharply em- 
phasized on May 15, 1948, when, 
within a period of fifteen minutes, 
Calumet horses won $167,170, more 
than any other stable ever earned in 
a single day. This sum, brought in 
by Citation’s Preakness victory and 
the one-two placing of Faultless and 
Fervent in the Gallant Fox Handi- 
cap, totals more than a third of the 
record for any stakle’s earnings in a 
whole year prior to 1941. 

But breaking records is all in a 
day’s work for the Wright establish- 
ment, which seems destined this sea- 
son to rival its staggering 1947 win- 
nings of $1,402,436 


Calumet’s amazing string of suc-. 


cesses first brought the farm to pub- 
lic notice in 1941, the year in which 
Whirlaway won the Triple Crown 
and $272,386. The stable’s other 
horses brought that figure up to 
$475,091, a new mark at the time. 
Mrs. Payne Whitney’s Greentree 
Stable topped the Wright performers 
in earnings the next season; but 
Calumet was back in first place in 
1943, to the tune of $267,915. 

The following season bearers of 
the devil’s red bettered their own 
previous record with a figure of 
$601,660. After yielding the finan- 
cial leadership to Mrs. Elizabeth N. 
Graham’s Maine Chance Farm for a 
year, Calumet came back in 1946 
and sent out thirty-two horses to 
garner $564,095. Armed, the leading 
handicap horse of the season, was 


the pig gun in the “baking-powder”’ 
attack, with $288,725 to his credit. 

The golden gelding was also the 
leader for the Wright establishment 
in setting last year’s record; he 
poured $376,325 into the farm’s 
bulging coffers. The ‘‘horse of 1947” 
thus replaced Whirlaway as_ the 
world’s leading money winner but 
held the title only two days over a 
fortnight before Stymie again caught 
up. 

Armed had powerful assistance 
from his stablemates. There were the 
two-year-olds Citation ($155,680) 
and Bewitch ($213,675), the best 
juveniles of each sex; the three-year- 
olds Faultless ($202,730) and Fer- 
vent ($166,600); and_ thirty-one 
others. 

With the addition of Twosy late 
in the season, the baking-powder or- 
ganization became the first breeder 
in history to produce thirteen win- 
ners of more than $100,000. Besides 
those already mentioned, the rich 
earners include Pot o’Luck, Twilight 
Tear, Some Chance, Pensive, Sun 
Again and Good Blood. 

Impressive as this record is, there 
seems little doubt that Calumet is 
headed for still greater glories in 
1948-1949. Various accidents and a 
coughing epidemic among the pro- 
mising juveniles may hold tétal win- 
nings below last year’s figure, but 
no other stable appears likely to 
rival the Wright organization for top 
honors. Bewitch, after having been 
delayed by two training accidents, 
has returned to peak form. Citation’s 
reigns alone, undisputed horse of 
the year. 

Of the major campaigners from 
last year only the aging Armed has 
failed to repeat. However, Faultless 
and Fervent appear capable, as a 
team, of replacing him. With the 
season practically gone, the former 
has won the Gallant Fox Handicap,

Anchor’s Ahead, Dam of Air Hero 
Presents One of Most Successful 
Racing Lines In American History

Anchor’s Ahead, dam of Air Hero, 
standing at Inglecresse Stud, Char- 
lottesville, is a chestnut mare, foal- 
ed in 1932 by Man o’War-Friar’s 
Carse by Friar Rock. It is the con- 
sidered opinion of the majority of 
the best judges that Man o’War’s 
equal as a racehorse has never been 
in the present century (Editor’s 
Note: Citation Excepted). Although 
he was foaled in 1917 and lived to 
the ripe age of 30, Man o’War is 
still the standard by which all sub- 
sequent ‘‘super-horses’” are judged. 


Retired to the stud in 1921, Man 
o’War became the leading sire in 
this country in 1926. He was the 
sire of five winners of over $100,000 
each in a period when stakes were 
but a fraction of what they have 
been for the past ten years. His 
grandsire Hasting was leading sire 
twice, his sire Fair Play was lead- 
ing sire three times and Man o’War’s 
son War Admiral was the leading 
sire in 1945—four successive gener- 
ations of this line were leading 
sires. In 1948 War Admiral’s son 
Blue Peter was the leading money 
winning two year old of his year, 
completing the season with victories 
in the Hopeful Stakes and the Fut- 
urity and likely to lead J. B. Camp- 
bell’s Experimental Handicap next 
Spring. If Blue Peter had a rival 
it was Mr. Busher, a full brother to 
the great mave Busher, sold 
to the Maine Chance Farm for 
the record price of $150,000. 


Man o’War’s daughters rank with 
the best in bloodstock history. Al- 
though he was never bred to more 
than 25 mares in any one season, 
Man o’War has sired the dams of 
the stake winners Cravat, Dauber, 
Firethorn, Vicar, Vicaress, Mata 
Hari, War Plumage, Level Best, 
Ocean Blue, Marriage, Thumbs Up, 
Blue Swords, Halberd, No Wrinkles 
Pavot, Float Me, Director J. E., Lay- 
out, Ace Card, Hindu Kush, Price 
Level, Sir Francisg Air Hero, Try- 
menow, They Say, Westminister, 
Eternal Way, Hypnotic, Mahout, Phi- 
dias, Lovat, War Allies, Trojan Fleet, 
Athenia, Larky Day, Royal Blood, 
Snow Goose, Harmonica, Mystery 
Lady, Rampart and Vagrancy dam of 
this year’s St.Leger winner, Black 
Tarquin. 

In the eleven year period. 1937 to 
1947 both inclusive daughters of 
Man o’War have produced the win- 
ners of 2,602 races and $4,854,983— 
he has been second on the list of 
broodmare sires on five occasions, 
third three times, fifth once and sixth 
once. 


Anchors Ahead never raced, and 
on being retired to the stud, in addi- 
tion to the stake winner Air Hero, 
she produced Ocean Blue winner of 
the Survivor Rennert Stakes and 
Jennings Handicap; Price Level win- 
ner of the Rancocas, Spinaway, 
Jeanne d’Arec and Autumn Day 
Stakes; the winners On the Level 
and True Blue, the latter was also 
second in the Hopeful and Cowdin 
Stakes. 

Friar’s Garse the second dam of 
Air Hero was the winner of 5 races, 
ineluding the Clover, Keene Memor- 
ial and Fashion Stakes, second to 
Galetian in the Juvenile Stakes and 
earned $20,225 at two. In the breed- 
ing paddock Friar’s Carse added 
materially to the fame she had gain- 
ed on the racecourse. She produced 
three stake winners, two of which 
were sisters, the other a brother to 
Anchors Ahead—all three were by 
Man o’War. They were Speed Boat, 
winner of the Adirondack Handicap 
and Test Stakes; War Kilt winner of 
the Demoiselle Stakes and War Re- 
lic winner of the Massachusetts 
Handicap, the Kenner Stakes and the 
Narragansett Special (beating Whirl- 
away) and the Governor’s Handi- 
cap.

American Oaks at three. War Relic 
has made a very promising start as 
a sire, in his first crop was Relic, 
winner of the Hopeful Stakes at two 
and the Hibiscus Stakes and Baha- 
mas Handicap this year. 

Problem, dam of Friar’s Carse, 
was by Commando’s son Superman, 
winner of the Brooklyn Handicap out 
of Query by *Voter. She never ran, 
but produced five winners, Flint 
Stone, winner of the Crescent City 
Esplanade, Mardi Gras and Har- 
ford Handicaps, second in the Mary- 
land and Philadelphia Handicaps; 
Perplexity, Problemetical, Afloat and 
Carmanchita—the latter was the 
dam of Yankee Dandy winner of the 
California Breeders Champion 
Stakes, 

Query, dam of Problem, was a 
daughter of *Voter, a high class 
stake winner and a high class sire, 
responsible for the great racehorse 
and sire Ballot, winner of $154,645 
and sire of the stake winners Chil- 


howie, Mr. Mutt, Midway, The Mana- 


ger, winner of the Breeders Futurity, 
Harold Stakes, Canadian Derby, 
Baltimore, Washington and Mary- 
land State Fair Inaugural Handi- 
caps. Query was a full sister to the 
Futurity winner Electioneer and 
$56,380. She was also the dam of 
the winner Quiz—she produced only 
two foals. 

Quesal, dam of Query was a bay 
mare foaled in 1886 by Himyar (sire 
of Domino and Correction, she dam 
of the Futurity winner Yankee), out 
of Queen Ban by *King Ban. Quesal 
won the Patchogue Handicap and 
produced nine winners, including 
Tommy Atkins (Juvenile and Nep- 
tune Stakes) the stake winner Trum- 
pet and the winners Trogon, Gold- 
quest, Maximo Gomez, Quorum and 
David II. 

It will be noted the first five dams 
of Air Hero produced winners, and 
four of them produced stake winners.

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Agriculture Remount Service 


Bureau of Animal Industry Needs Full 
Co-operation of All Agents and Users 
Of Agricultural Remount Stallions 


H. W. Marston 


July 1, 1948 marked the end of 
the Remount Service as a function 
of the Department of the Army. Pub- 
lic Law 494 (April 21, 1948) auth- 
orized the transfer of this function 
from the Department of the Army 
to the Department of Agriculture. 


The Remount Service was origin- 
ally established to provide an agency 
for acquiring suitable animals for 
the mounted services of the Army. 
Beginning in 1920 the then War 
Department established the breed- 
ing plan as a new function of the 
Remount Service. The idea of this 
plan was to assemble outstanding 
mares and stallions to serve as the 
fundation of a breeding establish- 
ment that would he capable of pro- 
ducing outstanding horses. 


It was not the intent of the Re- 
mount Service that it would produce 
all of the mounts needed by cavalry 
and artillery units. Rather it was 
intended, and this plan was follow- 
ed, that the breeding establishment 
would produce stallions that could 
be placed in the hands of agents for 
breeding to mares in various sections 
of the country. The stallions were 
to be of a quality that would im- 
prove the kind of young stock pro- 
duced in any given area. This im- 
proved young stock would serve as 
a reservoir of horses suitable to the 
needs of the armed forces. 

The above general policy was fol- 
lowed by the Department of the 
Army until July 1, 1948. Stallions of 
suitable quality and conformation 
raised at the various Remount De- 
pots were issved to agents. In order 
to meet the demands for these stal- 
lions it was necessary for the depot- 
raised stallions to he supplemented 


with purchased stallions or with 
stallions donated by outstanding 
horsemen interested in promoting 


the success of the plan. 

Agents for handling the stallions 
were carefully chosen. Upon applica- 
tion for a stallion the property of 
the agent was insnected to be assur- 
ed that prover facilities were avail- 
able for the adeavate care of the 
animal. When a stallion was nlaced 
with an azent he was nermitted to 
charge a maximim of $20 for each 
mare served. The agent was permit- 
ted to retain this fee in pavment for 
feed and care siven the animal. The 
nyumher of mares to he hred to a 
stallion was set hy the Remount Ser- 
vice on the hasis of age and condi- 
tion of the animal. 

In the Denartment of Agriculture, 
resnonsibilitv for the administration 
of the Service has been assigned to 
the Burean of Animal Industry. It is 
the intention of the Bureau to oper- 
ate the Acriculture Remount Service 
in much the same manner as it was 
onerated hv the Department of the 
Army. Stallions will be assigned to 
anproved agents who have the facili- 
ties to sive the animals proper care 
and who are located in areas where 
there are sufficient mares to make 
such a breeding operation satisfac- 
tory. 

Maior emphasis in the breeding 
program will be to develop stallions 
that will provide ranchers and farm- 
ers with the type of saddle animal 
most suitable for use on their ranch- 
es and farms. Animals surplus to 
their needs will serve as a reservoir 
fer the creat demand for pleasure 
horses. The Denartment of Agricul- 
ture has no intention of competing 
with specialized horse interests such 
as the nroducers of show animals or 
racing horses. 

At the present time there are ap- 
proximately 475 stallions in the 
hands of agents. The animals are 
widely dispersed throughout the 
country but the greater number are 
located in states west of the Miss- 
issippi River. A great many applica- 
tions are on file that cannot be filled 
because there are not sufficient stal- 
lions available. The Department is 
also faced with the serious problem 
that a large number of stallions now 
assigned are advanced in years and 
cannot be expected to remain in use- 
ful breeding condition for an exten- 
ded period. It will be necessary to 


replace these aged animals with 
youngsters before any attempt can 
be made to expand the number of 
animals available for assignment. 

The breeds of horses represented 
in the breeding program are largely 
Thoroughbred and Arabs. No change 
of breeds is contemplated at this 
time but it is expected that some of 
the demands from agents for Mor- 
gan horses can be satisfied by addi- 
tions, to the stallion group, or ani- 
mals from the U. S. Morgan Horse 
Farm at Middlebury, Vermont. Sel- 
ection of animals within the breeds 
will be directed toward the type of 
animal that will satisfy the require- 
ments of ranchers and farmers. 

The Agriculture Remount Service 
plans to train all stallions for riding 
purposes before their release to 
agents. It is felt that an animal that 
can be used will not only get suffi- 
cient exercise but will also be useful 
to the agent in performing his daily 
tasks around the ranch or farin. 

It is a desire of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry to be as helpful as 
possible to the light horse breeds of 
the country. In order to perform this 
function satisfactorily the Bureau 
will need the full cooperation of all 
agents and users of Agriculture Re- 
mount stallions.

a weaker line than that of Ben 
Brush’s other great son, Broomstick, 
it still accounted for Four Winds. 
Bullet Proof, Blue Yonder, and 
others among 1948 stakes winners. 
Broomstick was fourth on that list, 
and Plaudit and Fair Play were on 
it. 

If there is any pat explanation for 
this fact—and that it is a fact can 
be proved by the most casual ex- 
amination of the list of leading sires 
from year to year—this corner does 
not have it. But the fact itself re- 
mains—for years, stallions have 
been imported beyond numbering, 
and many of them have enjoyed the 
most extreme measure of suecess, 
and none of them has heen able to 
project his male line forward more 
than two or three generations. Mean- 
while the four American lines have 
nersisted stubbornly, in the face of 
the fact that they have seldom heen 
considered “fashionahle.” and that 
the larger breeders have in seneral 
run after newly imported horses. 

There is certainly no magie in the 
male line of Fair Play or Ren Rruch 
or Hanover or Himyar. There isn’t, 
unless what we know of heredity is 
only a puff of wind, any magic in 
any male line. Yet these lines have 
shown a vitality unmatched by lines 
more sought after and in many cases 
more successful temporarily. 

Tf you want a guess from this cor- 
ner—and it is no more than a guess- 
these lines have survived against 
perhaps stronger competition  be- 
canse they have had brought to 
them, generation after generation, 
the most varied assortment of out- 
crosses available to any lines in the 
world. Our breeding has had tiie 
benefit of every prominent blood 
line in the world, and no other coun- 
try has had the benefit of ours since 
the Jersey Act of 1913. 

Some sixteen years ago. when this 
tourist first hegan to concern him- 
self with the amonrs of horses, he 
looked at the asterisk with a certain 
distaste, feeling that it indicated 
superiority of foreign horses or the 
possibility of such suneriority. But 
the notion now is that imported 
stallions succeed in American studs 
because they get the outcrosses 
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Smolensko By Ward 
Illustrates Work 
Of Creative Artist 


The picture on the cover of Smol- 
ensko by the well known 18th cen- 
tury artist and membér of the Royal 
Academy, James N. Ward is owned 
by Harry L. Straus of Baltimore and 
was one of the pictures of the High- 
lights of the Turf exhibition organ- 
ised by Mrs. John Morris for the be- 
nefit of the New York Infirmary 
Building Fund. 

Smolensko was a blood brother to 
the undefeated Thunderbolt by Sor- 
cerer—Wowski by Mentor. He was 
bred by Sir Charles Bunbry in 1810 
and at three won the Newmarket 
Stakes, the Derby at Epsom and the 
Magna Charta Stakes at Eghan. Prior 
to the Derby, Sir Charles Bunbry re- 
fused 5,000 guineas for Smolensko. 

James Ward lived to a ripe old 
age and was an exhibitor at the 
Royal Academy for 63 years, becom- 
ing a member in 1811. Ward is not 
as well known as other artists of 
his time such as Stubbs, Marshall, 
Alken but it so happened that many 
of his works were kept as family 
heirlooms and were not offered at 
auctions. His work was brought to 
the attention of George 4th who 
commissioned him to do pictures of 
his horses, taking him to the Royal 

tables and pointing out the various 
good and bad points himself. 

Walter Shaw Sparrow tells us that 
the desire of Ward’s life was to 
transmute oil-paint into animate 
color, into color that lived and 
breathed emotionally, among tex- 
tures gay and robust, with variety 


which would be impossible to them 
at home, and that their grandsous, 
deprived of such outcrosses, tend to 
wither off. Meanwhile their daugh- 
ters and grandaughters, brought to 
the current generation of the des- 
cendants of Ben Bush and Plaudit 
and Fair Play and Hanover, allow 
those lines to thrust themselves for- 
ward. They’re just grist to the mill. 
Maybe this explanation is wrong. 
But the phenomenon itself exists.

Sale Lacks Pageantry and Drama of Big 
Mayer Sale At Santa Anita; 56 Head Go 
Under Fasig-Tipton Hammer For $652,650

The disposal of the fabulous L. B. 
Mayer racing empire seems to go on 
and on and is still unfinished. 

Monday night, Nov. 29, promply at 
8:40 p. m. the curtain went up on 
the third act of the opera, which 
this time bore the title ‘Stallions 
and Mares.” 


Speaking in Hollywood terms this 
production lacked the pagentry and 
drama of the big Mayer sale at Santa 
Anita. This time there was no 
Busher, Stepfather or Be Faithful 
to stir the imagination. It is true 
the night’s offering presented some 
fine individuals and very desirable 
blood lines, but after all they were 
mothers and fathers, and somehow 
or other thoughts of parents conjure 
up visions of pleasant pastoral scenes 
rather than the pulse-tingling ad- 
ventures of young blood on or ap- 
proaching the threshold of eternal 
fame. Perhaps this idea was reflect- 
ed in the prices obtained, some of 
which seemed satisfactory, but on 
the whole must have been a little 
disappointing to Mr. Mayer. 


The sale took place in a huge tent 
at Hollywood Park, but compared 
to the lavish outdoor splendor of 
the previous Santa Anita epic, this 
event was more on the order of a 
tired road show. What dampened 
the ardor of prospective buyers is 
anyone’s guess. Maybe it was be- 
cause some of the really top mares 
had already been disposed of private- 
ly. Maybe the big drab colored tent 
with its drafty exits had something 
to do with it. Maybe it was the lack 
of brilliant searchlights, banks of 
famous picture personalities, or the 
huge lighthearted crowd that graced 
the 1947 event. Maybe part of the 
chill was due to Joe Stalin’s sinister 
shadow, the result of the national 
election, the tragic plight of China, 
or, and this is rank heresy, a faint 
tinge of unusual coolness in the 
California air. But whatever the 
reason the fact remains that buyers 
Were extremely conservative, and for 
most of the evening kept their hands 
deep in their pockets. At the con- 
clusion of the sale, 56 head had sold 
for $652,650, an average of $11,654 
each. 

A glance through the dim recesses 


of the past reveals a sound basis 
for the belief that when one empire 
disintegrates another will rise in its 
place. There were faint indications 
that history is about to repeat this 
time-tested formula, for William 
Goetz, a bigwig in *he movie world 
and a son-in-law of L. B. Mayer, 
stepped into the arena and bought 
heavily, thus laying the foundation 
for still another dynasty. Perhaps it 
will never grow to the size and scope 
of the Mayer venture, but Mr. Goetz 
appears to have taken a long stride 
in that general direction. I under- 
stand Mr. Goetz is mainly interest- 
ed in the breeding end, but no doubt 
in time the virus will get into his 
blood and he will extend his activi- 
ties to the Paice track. He is start- 
ing the hard way, and by that is 
meant the development of his own 
stock which is nearly always an up- 
hill battle and requires great wis- 
dom, infinite patience and more than 
an occasional smile from the gods 
who are said to hang around Olym- 
pus. But in going at things the 
hard way, he will in the long run 
gain deeper. satisfaction because 
there is no thrill to equal that of 
the home-bred winner. 


Among the horses acquired by 
Goetz was the stallion Thumbs Up, 
for which he paid what seems to be 
a very reasonable $60,000. Many 
people thought he would fetch 
$100,00 or better. Thumbs Up won 
the Santa Anita Handicap and other 
good races. He is a son of *Blen- 
heim II-Gas Bag, by Man o’War, 
breeding not to be sneezed at. Goetz 
also took Eiffel Tower son of *Beau 
Pere-La France, by *Sir Galahad III 
for $22,000. But one which he is 
said to have had his heart set on 
because he has a daughter of that 
name, escaped him. This was Dear 
Judy a grand looking daughter of 
Blue Larkspur which finally went to 
a distinguished gentleman of the 
turf, Charles S. Howard, for the tidy 
sum of $38,000. 

Goetz also picked up several other 
mares, best of which are probably 
Miss Barbara by *Pharamond II— 
*Petworth for $25,000; French 
Vamp by Stimulus—La France for 
$20,000; and *Jerrybuilt by Empire 


Builder—Varnish for $15,000. 
*Jerrybuilt is the dam of the stake 
winner Solidarity. 

The King Ranch acquired the stal- 
lion Free France by Man o’War— 
La France for what quite a few 
thought was a paltry $18,500. Whirl- 
about by Pompey—Lost Horizon 
went to J. S. Phipps of New York 
for $49,000, 2nd top price of the 
evening. *Bel Amour III, dam of 
Cover Up and Belle Jolie and again 
in foal to *Alibhai, sold for $29,500. 
Incidentally, mares in foal to *Alib- 
hai attracted a good deal of atten- 
tion and produced the most spirited 
bidding. The only other stallion to 
come under the hammer was *Do- 
mingo by Colombo—*Oronsay. He 
was bought by the Caw Stock Farm 


-of San Diego for $29,500. 


The auctioneers worked like a 
pair of Notre Dame quarterbacks 
all evening long, and indeed they 
had to because as mentioned earlier 
the buyers seemed overcome by shy- 
ness and a grim determination to 
sit on their hands to the last possi- 
ble moment. Right from the start 
the quarterbacks were forced to 
squeeze out $100 bids which they did 
by pounding away at the Truman 
“give ’em hell’ technique. At one 
point George Swinebroad and Hum- 
phrey Finney seemed greatly em- 
barrassed. They were confronted 
with the problem of selling three 
invisible mares. However, by dint of 
much chin rubbing and an honest 
confession that the mares were un- 
avoidably detained in Australia, they 
sold the ghostly ladies to Mr. Goetz. 
This helpful gentleman agreed to 
put up 25 per cent and the rest when 
the fugitives should appear. So 
everyone was happy—we hope! 


Before the first lot was offered 
several yearlings, get of the stall- 
ions up for sale, were walked 
around the ring. This seemed a good 
idea to stimulate interest, but ap- 
parently it did not have the desired 
effect on the purchasers. 

The best almost confirmed rumor 
of the evening was the one that Neil

Citation has become the most sen- 
sational three-year-old- since Man 
o’War, and many observers believe 
he has supplanted “Big: Red” as the 
“horse of the century.” In addition 
to the Triple Crown, he has been 
victorious in the Seminole, Ever- 
glades and Stars and Stripes Handi- 
caps, the Flamingo, Chesapeake and 
Jersey Stakes, the Derby Trial the 
American Derby, Sysonby Mile, Joc- 
key Club Gold Cup, the International 
Gold Cup and a walk-over at Pimlico 
this fall. His lone loss this year to 
Saggy in the Chesapeake Trial was 
the result of Jockey Eddie Arcaro’s 
making his move too late. Citation’s 
earnings for the season now stand at 
$687,670. 

Another stellar ‘three-year-old 
from the baking-powder stable is 
Coaltown, which did not start at two 
because of a throat hemorrhage. 
Those who have seen him perform 
this year agree that, with the ex- 
ception of his more famed stable- 
mate, he is the fastest thing on four 
feet at any distance under nine fur- 
longs. Never out of the money in 
ten trips to the post, he has won the 
Phoenix and Drexel Handicaps, Blue 
Grass, Jerome ’Cap and Swift Stak- 
es and $104,650. 

The question every breeder and 
stable owner naturally asks is, ‘“‘How 
does Calumet do it?” Such a tenure 
at the very pinnacle of the racing 
picture is obviously the result of 
something more than mere luck. 
Does the Wright organization have 
some secret that would help other 
owners and breeders, whether they 
are located in Virginia or Vermont, 
in Kentucky or Kansas? 

The answer is “Yes and no.” Aside 
from any trade secrets which Ben 
and Jimmy Jones may have discover- 
ed in their long training experience, 
the Calumet Farm, four miles west 
of Lexington, Ky., has no secret for- 
mula for turning out great horses. 
None, that is, that one of the 200 
daily visitors could not uncover by 
keeping his eyes open and asking a 
few questions. 

And the formula thus revealed is 
astonishingly simple. It is ‘‘the best 
of everything’”—stock, feed, care, 
etc. This may seem so elementary 
that no one needs to be reminded of 
it. But let us see how elaborately it 
is carried out at Calumet, under the 
direction of General Manager Paul 
Ebelhardat. 

The quality of Calumet’s stock 
needs no comment. The stallion ros- 
ter is headed by Bull Lea, whose get 
won a world’s record of $1,259,418 
in 1947. He is the sire of Armed, Be- 
witch, Citation, Coaltown, Faultless, 
In The Pink and Twosy. Whirlaway’s 
first racing crop, among which were 
numbered the stakes winners Dart 
By and Whirl Some, gained $167,880 
during the season. The other active 
Wright sires are Sun Again and Pen- 
sive. Chance Play, now retired at 
the baking-powder stud, led the 
American stallion list in 1935 and 
again four years ago. His sons and 
daughters, including the stakes vic- 
tors Pot o’Luck and Tel O’Sullivan, 
acquired $262,317 in first monies 
last year. 

Mr. Wright was a member of the 
syndicate which brought *Blenheim 
II, the 1930 Epsom Derby victor, to 
this country a dozen years ago. Now 
standing at Arthur B. MHancock’s 
Claiborne Stud near Paris, Ky., this 
leading American sire of 1941 had 
forty-nine foals who won a total of 
$610,637 in first monies last year. 
In addition to Calumet’s Fervent and 
Free America, they include such 
stakes-class performers as Maine 
Chance Farm’s Derby victor Jet 
Pilot, Mrs. John MHertz’s Owners 
Choice, H. G. Bedwell’s Prognosis (a 
Wright-bred who died in the swamp- 
fever epidemic), Greentree Stable’s 
Tailspin and What’s New, and Miss 
Ella Widener’s Grand National 
Steeplechase winner Adaptable. 

Dustwhirl, dam of both Whirlaway 
and Reaping Reward and probably 
the best brood mare of modern times, 
was the star of the sixty-five mares 
at the Wright farm until her death 
in 1947. The current queen of Calu- 
met is Potheen, the daughter of 
Wildair—Rosie O’Grady who has 
produced three stakes victors: Theen, 
Pot o’Luck and Bewitch. Other pro- 
minent baking-powder mares include 
Some Pep (by Stimulus—* Winsome 
Way), dam of Pcp Well and Whirl 
Some; Hug Again (by Stimulus— 


*Affection), dam of Sun Again and 
Fervent; and Columbia (by Petee- 
Wrack—Firetop), dam of Ocean 
Wave and Free America. 

The story of feed at Calumet be- 
gins literally in the grass roots— 
the roots of the bluegrass which 
covers the farm’s 1,038 rolling acres. 
Annually the soil about those roots 
is tested, with separate tests for 
each paddock. If the grass has re- 
moved minerals and other essential 
elements from the ground, the lack- 
ing qualities are replaced with a 
fertilizer especially prepared to fit 
the needs of each field. 

This fertilizing mixture is applied 
twice a year. At least that often the 
grass is mowed, rolled and chain- 
harrowed in those paddocks where 
grazing has not kept it down. Four 
men are constantly busy removing 
manure from the fields and destroy- 
ing it so that it can never find its 
way back to contaminate the ground. 
All this means that the Wright Thor- 
oughbreds nibble on the best and 
most wholesome grass it is possible 
to grow. 

Similar stress on quality appears 
in connection with hay; that which 
Calumet buys must be at least 60 
percent pure clover. Supplemental 
feeds of soft yellow corn and top- 
grade alfalfa are grown on the farm. 
The water supply comes from lime- 
stone springs on the place. 

As an illustration of the care 
lavished on even apparently insignifi- 
cant details at the Wright establish- 


ment, look at the sixteen miles of 
four-panel white fencing which 
bounds the green-carpeted pad- 
docks. You will search in vain for 
cracks or warps. The fence-lines are 
constantly inspected and repaired, 
so that no weak section will give way 
at a critical moment and perhaps in- 
jure a yaluable animal. The paint 
crews are always busy during good 
weather. And when you consider the 
cost of painting these fences—almost 
$5,000 for 1,800 gallons of paint— 
you begin to understand how impor- 
tant a seemingly minor matter is. 

Similar attention is devoted to the 
white barns, with trimmings of 
devil’s red. There are three 24-stall 
broodmare barns, a 30-stall foaling 
barn, a pair of 24-stall yearling barns 
where the colts and fillies are quar- 
tered under separate roofs and two 
30-stall training barns. Plans for a 
new receiving barn, with many uni- 
que features, have recently been 
drawn by Manager Bbelhardat. 

The same pattern of meticulous 
care and strict cleanliness is follow- 
ed within the barns. Each pbrood- 
mare attendant, for example, looks 
after no more than eight or ten 
mares. He grooms thegmatrons and 
lays fresh beds of thick’ straw daily. 
The stalls are kept immaculate at all 
times; even the iron bars of the grill- 
work in the stall doors are given a 
thorough dusting every day. 

After being weaned, the average 
annual crop of thirty-five Calumet 
yearlings moves to the twin yearling 
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barns. A few are sold; the rest are 
broken and put in training on the 
farm’s six-furlong track. This course 
is sprinkled, harrowed and main- 
tained as carefully as any major rac- 
ing strip. 

Then it is up to Ben and Jimmy 
Jones to turn out the champions 
which the Wright establishment has 
been producing in such abundance 
for the last several years. But the 
most skillful trainer can only deve- 
lop a horse to its fullest potentiali- 
ties. He must have something to 
work with; he can not create what 
is not there. So, with all due credit 
to the ‘‘Jones boys,’’ we must con- 
clude that the secret of Calumet’s 
success lies in the procedures and 
methods we have observed on this 
brief tour of the farm. 

It is, of course, a slow process; Mr. 
Wright acquired his first Thorough- 
breds, a pair of yearlings from the 
Rancocas Stud, back in 1931. Some 
breeders may find it unnecessary to 
follow all the practices in use at the 
baking-powaer farm. They may not 
want, for instance, to have their own 
dairy, with thirty pedigreed Jersey 
cows; or to maintain 500 laying 
hens. But these are unimportant de- 
tails. 

Regardless of the scale of opera- 
tions, strict adherence to the car- 
dinal rule of “the best of every- 
thing,’ even in apparently minor 
matters, is bound to show results. 
It is this policy that has made Calu- 
met America’s leading stable.

Tyron Hounds 
Hold Ist Annual 
Hunter Trials

The Tryon Hounds, Tryon, N. C., 
added another attraction to its Gym- 
khana, Spring Hunter Trials, Block- 
house Steeplechase and Horse Show 
by holding its first annual Fall Hunt- 
er Trials November 27 at Falling 
Water Farm, Columbus, N. C. The 
program was so full of interesting 
events that, although it began 
promptly at 2 P. M. it was necessary 
for the spectators to turn on their 
automobile lights as they drove 
away from the field. There were 
classes for horses, 4 years and un- 
der, suitable to become _ hunters, 
open hunters and hunt teams of 3 
riders each. In addition there was a 
description of what constitutes a 
drag, how it is laid and a run by 
the Tryon Hounds, led by Ernst 
Mahler, Joint-Master, over the drag 
laid, for the most part, within plain 
sight of the spectators. 

The hunter trial course, a very 
severe test, was staked out by George 
Brannan, President of the Riding 
Club, Carter P. Brown and J. Arthur 
Reynolds, Joint-Master and Hunts- 
man, respectively, of Tryon Hounds. 
The jumps started with a 4’-0” pole 
fence and a 100-yard gallop to a 
panel into a narrow lane and a right 
angle to the left; down hill 500 
yards on a dirt road and an abrupt 
left turn and jump into a large pas- 
ture; a long down-hill gallop, over 
old cotton terraces, to the creek bed 
and a cate into a cattle run. For 
some reason the horses did not like 
this obstacle as only 2 out of 15 
took it clean and 3 were counted 
out here by the limit in refusals. 
Through the run and over a chicken- 
coop and then a wide swing to the 
left on a deep slope; down off this 
hill to a 4’-0” post and rail, over 
the creek and across the bottoms 
to a patch of woods; through a 
bridle path and out over a 3’-6” 
fence and then a 1-2 mile gallop up 
a steep hill to the finish. I take off 
my hat to the gallant horses and 
men that never faltered nor slowed 
up on that last climb. 

The afternoon events opened with 
the class for horses, 4 years and un- 
der, suitable to become hunters. Al- 
though only 4 entries were shown, 
their quality more than made up 
for the lack in quantity. One of the 
judges remarked to me as they were 
ridden in, “I’d be glad to have one 
of those four in my stables’. They 
were all such fine animals that it 
took quite a work-out to determine 
the ribbons. The winner was Gold 
Flag, owned and ridden by George 
Webster. 

The open hunter class was large 
and keenly contested. Performance, 
way of going, hunting pace and con- 
formation were all considered in 
awarding the ribbons. The hunters 
brought back before the judges for 
a check on conformation were Blaz- 
ing Gold, Carmen, Dwight, Laddie, 
Mizzenmast, Monnsheen and Hurri- 
eane. The final result was Blazing 
Gold owned by Ernst Mahler and 
ridden by Peter Mahler. 

The next event was the start of 
the drag laying, after a rather de- 
tailed explanation of what constitu- 
ted a line. Many of the spectators 
got their first whiff of what a fox 
smells like to a hound and then the 
drag-man took off. The next twenty 
minutes he was laying the scent for 
the find about half a mile away but 
in full sight of the “gallery”. This 
hunt, like all others here, was plot- 
ted by Arthur Reynolds, who is far 
exceeding the fondest hopes of the 
hunt by his ability to organize such 
interesting runs. When the drag- 
man finally disappeared over the 
hill, the Master of Ceremonies, our 


ever efficient ‘Lefty’ Flynn, called 
for the hunt teams, 

The hunt teams took the same 
course as the Open Hunters, except 
that the jump into the lane and the 
down-hili jump into the cattle chute 
were omitted. Ernst Mahler’s team 
of Blazing Gold, Carmen and Black 
which garnered the blue. 

The Tryon met three times during 
the week of Nov. 22. On Tuesday 
they met at Eskdale Farm and, al- 
though the field was small, they 
had a good run in the fine galloping 
country along the South Carolina 
boundary and on the Jacolet River 
bottoms. 

Thanksgiving Day was the first 
formal hunt of this season and 24 
riders turned out. The weather was 
perfect for both scenting and riding. 
The drag lasted only 22 minutes but 
everybody expressed himself as hav- 
ing had enough time in the saddle 
for the day. Hounds were cast in the 
Mahler Farm and worked south and 
east to wards Morgan Chapel, they 
found west of the County road and 
never lost it until they came in to 
the north section of the Mahler Farm 
where they killed. 

They finished the week, after the 
hunter trials were over, with a hunt 
over the drag-line laid by the boy 
for the benefit of the spectators plus 
some 3 miles more to the north. 
Twenty-one riders started in the 
field and all finished. Quite a few 
youngsters, home for the holiday, 
participated. Hounds were cast on 
the ridge to the south of Falling 
Waters Farm, Columbus, N. C. and 
were led to the western slope of the 
large north pasture where’ they 
found. From here they turned north 
to the Penel Church Road and then 
due west along it to the Junction 
with the Columbdus-Morgan Chapel 
Road. There was a 10-minute check 
until hounds found again in some 
woods to the south. When they 
found this time they truly went 
away, through some close country, 
and brought the Field into the kill 
on well-lathered mounts looking a 
bit dampish themselves. The judges,

Saturday, November 27 

The tenants of South Club Hill 
have been most obliging during the 
month of November in providing the 
Cheshire Foxhounds with pilots that 
really straightened away and led 
their blood-thirsty pursuers over 
sundry parts of Chester County in 
quite pre-war style, and _ to-day’s 
hunt of fifty minutes, after the lawn 
meet at Inverbrook, was most satis- 
factory in every way.

Live Fox Replaces 
Drag Fixture For 
Deep Run Hunt 


It was advertised onthe Fixture 
Card as a drag. But intermittant 
rain all week had made the footing 
bad, and moreover the afternoon of 
Nov. 27 was as warm as a spring 
day. So the Masters decided they 
would change their plans, and have 
a try at one of those famous ‘three 
o’clock"’ foxes. 


The meet was at the Deep Run 
Hunt Club House at three o’clock. 
and hounds moved out promptly on 
the hour. Dr. Hughes, M. F. H., de- 
cided to hunt hounds, with Fitz- 
gerald Bemiss and Gordon as whip- 
pers-in while Col. Sands handled the 
Field. 


Hounds were taken across_ the 
Deep Run creek, over the _ ridge. 
through the Big Tree crossing, on 
westward past George Dickinson’s. 
into the woods to the right of his 
house and on down towards Dover 
Creek. Hounds worked through the 
covers with littie success as the Field 
continued on up the creek. A cold 
trail was greeted with renewed in- 
terest by hounds, and the Field 
moved over the creek and into the 
pastures below Cathwright’s, then 
en left-handed into Waldrop’s. Dr. 
Hughes blew hounds to him, and 
cast them on the higher ground to 
the north in the general direction 
of Pruitt’s pond. 

At just four-thirty o'clock hounds 
ran into their fox in the Waldrop 
woods and with such a burst of 
music that even the most laggard of 
the pack flew to the chase. Coming 
out of the woods onto the old un- 
paved Three Chopt Road, the Field 
were able to keep hounds on their 
right hand as they took it absolute- 
ly flat out for a mile or more and 
then right-handed into the road in 
front of Gathwright’s where there 
was a check as the pack crossed the 
field in front of them. Hounds fault- 
ed at the woods on the west having 
overrun the line. Old Pete worked 
it out, found where Sir Charles had 
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turned, spoke to the line, the pack 
honored in an instant, and away 
they flew heading in the direction of 
the Club. 


A short delay in getting a gate 
unwired in Gathwright’s barn yard 
gave hounds a little lead, but we 
were shortly level with them again 
as we headed down the ridge to- 
wards George  Dickinson’s with 
hounds running immediately to our 
left, packed closely together and 
with beautiful cry. Hounds veered 
left-handed to the next ridge just 
above the Club house, and we again 
took the Big Tree crossing, and rode 
up the ridge to the little pasture 
above the Club just in time to check 
as hounds passed immediately in 
front of us led by Blaser, Dixie Lee 
and Pete. 


The pack continued on, turning 
right-handed at the end of the ridge, 
and then heading on up Dover Creek 
again. It was too dark to follow on 
horse ‘back, and for fifteen minutes 
the Field sat their tired horses, who 
had had a full forty-five minutes al- 
most continuous galloping, and lis- 
tened as hounds carried their fox 
into the golden afterglow and final- 
ly out of hearing over the far ridge 
somewhere in the west past Wal- 
drop’s. 


The stars were shining as Frances 
Shield, Ann Hoggard, Mary Ellen 
Blyly, Myrna Felvy, Jewel Tyson, 
Walter Craigie, Henry Holland, Ed- 
win Conquest, Jim Wheat, and the 
Masters rode in from as fine a chase 
as could ever be expected on a warm 
November afternoon.—O. J. S.

H. A. A. MEETING 

The Horse Association of America, 
founded in 1920 “to aid and en- 
courage the breeding, rearing and 
use of horses and mules,” held its 
29th annual meeting in Chicago last 
week, re-elected officers, increased 
membership dues from $10 to $25. 
From 1936 to 1948 the organization 
used the name ‘‘Horse and Mule As- 
sociation of America.’’ The mule has 
been dropped from the official name 
but has not been abandoned in the 
reversion to the former name. His re- 
lationship to the horse guarantees 
his status as a recipient of the asso- 
ciation’s continued good will. 

Emphasis at the annual meeting 
was placed on the light horse breeds. 
Most of the program at the annual 
meeting was devoted to those breeds. 
President Ira Drymon, of Lexington, 
Ky., is a Thoroughbred breeder. Sec- 
ond Vice-President Dunbar W. Bost- 
wick, of Shelburne, Vt., is a breeder 
of Standard-breds, treasurer of the 
United States Trotting Association, 
operator of Saratoga Raceway. First 
Vice-President Robert J. Kleberg, 
Jr., co-owner of King Ranch in 
Texas, breeds Thoroughbreds and 
quarter horses. 

The two new directors are light 
horse breeders—Carleton F. Burke 
(Thoroughbreds) of Camarillo, Cali- 
fornia, and BE. J. Hayes (Standard- 
breds) of Duquoin, Illinois. Trea- 
surer F. L. Morrow, of New Britain, 
Conn., manufacturer of harness and 
hardware, and _ Secretary 
Wayne Dinsmore were among those 
re-elected, as were Directors Dry- 
mon, Morrow, Ferd Owen, of Kansas 
City and E. N. Gosselin, of Joliet, Ill. 

Hold-over directors are Mr. Kle- 
berg, R. U. Carr, Buffalo, N. Y.; Fred 
H. Cook, Beaver, Pa.; Arthur F. 
Hopkins, Rockford, Ill.; Robert Fal- 
coner, Chicago; Harry F. Heck, Cali- 
fornia, Mo.; Raymond Laub, Buffalo, 
N. Y.; A. M. Paterson, Kansas City; 
George E. Scholze, Chattanooga, 
Tenn. 

Speakers included Mr. Bostwick, 
Dr. J. K. Northway, veterinarian for

for the trotting tracks, he said. 

Mr. Marston described. the trans- 
fer of the Remount and govern- 
ment’s breeding program from the 
Army to the Department of Agricul- 
ture. He said there is a shortage of 
personnel with knowledge of horses. 
Forty percent of the government- 
owned stallions (mostly Thorough- 
breds) are 18 years old or upwards 
and replacements are needed, he de- 
clared. 

Mr. Balding’s description of 
methods employed to improve pas- 
tures at the Whitney Farms receiv- 
ed close attention. The Whitney pas- 
tures now carry three times as much 
livestock as formerly. He said it is 
practically impossible to overgraze 
if organic matter and soil fertility 
are sufficient and a proper system 
of rotational grazing, with recupera- 
tion periods, is employed. 

Dr. Northway told of the horse 
breeding program at the world fam- 
ous King Ranch during the past 35 
years. His talk was so interesting 
and so good that the audience asked 
him to continue long past time for 
the meeting to break up. His views 
on in-breeding made so much sense 
one felt inclined to wonder why one 
ever bothered to read some of the 
tripe written about out crossing (per 
se) by self-appointed exponents who 
never bred a horse. 

Regarding Assault Dr. Northway 
said: ‘‘His foot has improved, we 
hope his fertility increases and if 
not, that he will race again.” Later 
advices from King Ranch said a de- 
cision probably will be made within 
30 days as to whether Assault will 
be placed back in training.—F. B.
